(This is one of a series of ar- 
ticles about the history of city 
planning and its influence on the 
development of Greenbelt. The 
article is based upon notes made 
for a lecture series at the Com- 
munity Church three years ago. 
Much of the information is taken 
from the 50th Anniversary book, 
“Greenbelt, History of a New 
Town, 1937 - 1987.” - However, 
other source material was used 
as well.) 

Planners gave a good deal of 
thought to who would live in the 
new town and how the new resi- 
dents would run it. Potential ten- 
ants were surveyed as to their 
needs and wishes during the 
planning stage. Thousands of 
questionnaires were sent out. Of 
the respondents, 45% preferred to 
live in row houses, 32% in de- 
tached houses and 22% in apart- 
ments. . They desired a library, 
athletic facilities, a swimming

pool, shops, a theater and a com- 
munity hall. 

Seventy-one different floor 
plans were developed for the 574 
town homes, largely because 
planners weren’t sure what the 
residents would want. Design 
efforts were directed to making

Century’s Changes in Style 


Highlighted in Nickles’ Talk

The Friends of the Greenbelt 
Museum (FOGM) sponsored a 
lecture recently in connection 
with their new exhibition, “Fash- 
ionable, Functional and Frugal: 
Modern Style Comes Home, 
1930-1946.” Shelley Nickles of 
the Smithsonian’s National Mu- 
seum of American History pre- 
sented the talk, explaining how 
modern furnishings came into the 
American home. 

She set the stage by showing 
how the 1920s and 1930s were 
decades of great change, when 
airplanes, electricity, radio com- 
munication and the automobile 
became available. It was also the 
beginning of what became known 
as “The. Machine Age,” when 
mass production of household ap- 
pliances such as the refrigerator 


and the washing machine made. 


them affordable to middleclass 


households. 

In response artists and design- 
ers of the period decided that 
20th century America should 
abandon its Victorian and colonial 
roots for more modern home fur- 
nishings and adopted the ideas of 


European proponents of art deco | 


design and concepts espoused by 
the French architect Le Corbusier, 
who believed that a chair was a 
machine for sitting. As Nickles 
stated, “The idea of modernism 
was to create a universal style 
which would erase class and re- 
gional differences through stan- 
dardization and mass production.” 
American designers took this 
vision and created a style they 
called “streamlining,” which they 
tried to sell to consumers, who 
were mostly women. As more 
household goods were produced 
outside the home, Nickles ex-

WMATA/Smith Site Plans 


A planning process, a private development initiative, and political 
actions took place, sometimes on parallel tracks, sometimes in con- 
cert, to deal with two adjacent properties, the Greenbelt Metro site and 
the A.H. Smith tract, and the surrounding area. A focus group, with 
representatives of nearby municipalities and businesses and M-NCPPC 
planners - later enlarged as a sector planning group - worked through- 
out the year, including the staging of four charrettes, to deal with en- 
vironmental, transportation, and developmental issues relating to the 
property. Their ultimate goal was to develop a Sectional Map Amend- 


. ment, a comprehensive rezoning process. 


Simultaneously, meeting in secret, Metro officials and a consortium 
of private developers came up with plans for an upscale retail center, 
office park and residential complex. Called Greenbelt Station, the plan 
was announced at a glitzy public relations event in October. Their 
planning had been made possible when the County Council, in March, 
passed CB-35. This bill allowed circumvention of the zoning process 
by creating a new category, Metro Planned Community, on property 
zoned I-2 (heavy industrial), the current zone for the Smith site. 

USDA Building Opens 

The new USDA administrative headquarters building on Sunnyside 
Avenue opened quietly in late spring, bringing some 800 employees 
to this area by the end of the year. Five hundred more are still ex- 
pected. To accommodate the increased traffic impact, USDA funded 
the widening of Sunnyside between U.S. 1 and the CSX railroad 
tracks, as well as an improved intersection at Kenilworth Avenue. 
Mitigation of disturbed wetlands is still to take place near the Paint 
Branch Golf Course west of U.S. 1. In support of traffic needs, the 
State Highway Administration will widen Kenilworth between 
Cherrywood Lane and Sunnyside. No immediate plans were in place 
to widen the bottleneck bridge on Sunnyside. 

End to Court-ordered Busing 

‘Twenty-five years of court-ordered busing for pupil desegregation 
ended on August 31. On that date Judge Peter J. Messitte approved 
the settlement Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) reached in 
March between the Board of Education of Prince George’s County, 
the NAACP and Class ‘Action Plaintiffs, and Prince George’s County. 
The MOU includes maintaining magnet schools, improving education 
quality, and providing extra assistance for racially non-diverse schools. 
The MOU followed court hearings in late 1997 and the allocation of 
$300 million in-State aid to help build new county schools and re- 
open closed schools. During the past quarter century, schools have 
changed from a white majority to a black majority. There was wide- 
spread parental interest in bringing students back to community 
schools. The first wave of busing changes will go into effect in fall 
1999. 

Annexation of Parkside 

In September, by a 3 - 2 vote, the Greenbelt City Council voted 
to annex Parkside at Greenbelt, a small, 31-home subdivision off 
Good Luck Road on the south side of Greenbelt Park. The pros and 
cons were debated before the council and in letters to the editor with 
proponents citing the desire of Parksiders to be a part of Greenbelt, 
benefit from city services and bring to the city more tax revenues than 
the cost.of services to be provided. Opponents cited the subdivision’s: 
long distance from other developed sections of the city and the incon- 
venience and extra time required for the city to service the area. 
They successfully obtained the signatures of more than 20 per cent of 
the city’s registered voters on petitions to bring the issue to referen- 
dum. In November, Mayor Judith Davis suspended the annexation and 
the city council set March 9, 1999 as the referendum date. 

Greenbelt Theater 

When the operator of the theater in Roosevelt Center announced 
plans to close the theater by the end of October, saying that the the- 
ater was not making money, the city council agreed to sponsor a se- 
ries of film festivals. The first such festival, featuring “The Wizard 
of Oz,” brought in over 1,000 customers to the theater during its first 
weekend. In November, the city agreed to sponsor between two and 
four multi-film festivals, at a total cost of $20,000. 

The first of these, featuring two musicals, was held in December; 
a series of Hitchcock films is planned for January. The city recre- 
ation department is also organizing a “Friends of the Greenbelt The- 
ater” group to serve as a liaison between the operator and the com- 
munity, and to help organize and promote special events at the the- 
ater. 

Green Ridge House Parking 

There was a lot of discussion but no action on parking at Green 
Ridge House. Council will have another worksession on the subject 
in January. 

The field of options has been narrowed by council so that the only 
building option that could be considered is a parking lot in front of 
the building. Various parking management proposals will also be 
studied. 

Throughout the year area residents could not agree on any of the 
many alternatives proposed. Green Ridge House residents said there 
was need for more parking. Greenbelt Homes Inc. residents said there

‘Not Presumptuous 


This letter is a brief response 
to Ms. Hamby’s letter in the 
December 10 Greenbelt News 
Review. I am sorry Ms. 
Hamby resented my statement. 
Since I have never met her and 
she has not called me, as many 
other Greenbelters have, ex- 
pressing support or giving me 
their opinions, I cannot speak 
to her heart. If she has been 
reading our letters and/or been 
to any of the many meetings 
regarding the annexation issue, 
she would understand where 
these impressions are derived 
from. I would never denigrate 
the intelligence of the people of 
Greenbelt. My reference to the 
majority of Greenbelters refers 
to the calls, and other conversa- 


tions, my fellow Parksiders 
have had with many 
Greenbelters. 


Ms. Hamby’s reference to 
the 3,500 signatures obtained 
for the petition presumes that 
they were-all against annex- 
ation. It also does not speak to 
the manner in which some of 
those signatures were obtained. 
I am sure she is aware the city 
of Greenbelt has over 20,000 
residents. The names collected 
on that petition represent about 
18% of that total. It is not pre- 
sumptuous for us to estimate 
that a majority of Greenbelters 
that we have spoken to will 
support annexation. 

Finally, we appreciate Ms. 
Hamby’s “reasonable concern 
for the future of Greenbelt” and 
since we are trying to become a 
part of the city, we are also

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concerned about that future. 
Our 7.7 acres, which is adjacent 
to (and surrounded by) thou- 
sands of acres of Greenbelt 
Park (all in the city of 
Greenbelt) is a concern. It 
should all be Greenbelt. There 
will be minimal impact on city 
services by annexing Parkside. 
The revenue colleced from the 
Parkside community will be 
used by the Greenbelt treasury 
for years before any of it will 
be spent on Parkside. The di- 
lution of services by Parkside is 
a red herring. Due to the con- 
venience of our location, access 
to Parkside is only a few min- 
utes from either the Police De- 
partment or Public Works. 
Parkside is closer and easier to 
access than’a large segment of 
the existing city.

Sylvester (Sy) Pranger, 71, of 
Lakeside Dr. died suddenly of a 
heart attack on December 17, 
/ 1998. A forty-year Greenbelt 
resident, he was born in Forest 
Grove, Oregon in 1927 and grew 
up in Hillsboro, Oregon. After 
service in the U.S. Air Force dur- 
ing World War II and the Korean 
War, he went on to earn a B.A.

In 1981-82 he served as Execu- 
tive Director of the Office of Per- 
sonnel Management and later was 
appointed to the Grace Commis- 
sion by former President Ronald 
Reagan. 

Since his retirement he was 
often seen walking around 
Greenbelt Lake with his constant 
companion, a Chesapeake Bay re- 
triever named Shotzie. He also 
enjoyed fishing with his sons, re- 
finishing and building furniture, 
and collecting antiques. 

He is survived by his wife, the 
former Laurita Ross, whom he 
married in 1951; two daughters, 
Dianne White and Karen Duda; 
three sons, Steven, Philip, and 
Douglas; and five grandchildren. 

A funeral service was held at 
St. Hugh’s Church, where he was 
a long-time parish member, and 
he was buried at Maryland Veter- 
ans’ Cemetery, Cheltenham.

plained, “the primary job of 
women — in addition to house- 
work and child care — was to 
purchase the goods for the 
home.” 

Women wanted products for 
their homes that were not only 
functional but also fashionable. 
However, although they were at- 
tracted to styles that reflected the 
glamorous life depicted in images 
of Manhattan’s cocktail drinking 
smart set, they rejected products 
with exotic materials such as 
leopard and zebra skins and fur- 
niture with silvered and lacquered 
finishes. The modern housewife 
did not want her home to exhibit 
styles which she felt were “freak- 
ish” and “bizarre.” Moreover, 
movies that portrayed art deco 
boudoirs and bathrooms became 
metaphors for a bohemian or 
scandalous lifestyle that did not 
appeal to most women. 

As machines became more 
commonplace in the American 
middle class household, the ser- 
vant class disappeared. With the 
onset of the Great Depression, 
women rejected luxury and 
sought products that conveyed a 
frugal image. Mass production 
caused prices to drop on -refrig- 
erators and other appliances, and 
women shopped for items that 
promoted “... cleanliness, simpli- 
fied housekeeping, were conve- 
nient and seemed laborsaving. In 
short, [products] that helped them 
to be up-to-date modern house- 
wives ... and conformed to the 
need for respectability and for 
frugality ... in the Depression.” 

Streamlined designs can be 
seen in the Greenbelt Museum’s 
exhibition in the Community 
Center. They emphasize the new 
materials of modern industry — 
chrome, plastics and _ glass. 
Streamlined designs were both 
fashionable and functional. Ac- 
cording to Nickles, “They re- 
flected the ideas of hygiene and 
efficiency ... were easy to clean, 
cheap, and modern looking.” 

The kitchen and the bathroom 
were the two areas in the home 
where modern designs prevailed. 
The streamlined design of the 
stove in both the exhibition and 
the Greenbelt Museum house at 
10-B Crescent Road reflect the 
modern style. Dinnerware, as 
seen in the popular Fiesta and 
Harlequin patterns, added colorful 
expressions to the modern styles. 
Both were manufactured by the 
Homer Laughlin Company. 
Older pieces are much in demand 
by collectors, while the company 
has reissued Fiesta dinnerware in 
both old and new colors as its 
popularity has surged. 

Nickles concluded by noting 
that FOGM’s exhibition reflects 
all of the elements of streamlin- 
ing: it is fashionable, functional 
and frugal. The exhibition, 
which will be in the Community 
Center through 1999, is open 
daily, 10 a.m. to 10 p.m. It is 
supported by grants from the 
State of Maryland’s Historic Trust 
and the Maryland Humanities 
Council through funding from the 
National Endowment for the Hu- 
manities.

In Final Frontiers 


The eighth annual Final Fron- 
tiers Science Competition spon- 
sored by the Maryland Space 
Business Roundtable, a nonprofit 
organization that represents about 
70 space-related corporations in 
the state, was held at Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School on No- 
vember 21. The contest is de- 
Signed to demonstrate the rel- 
evancy of math and science to 
students in grades 5 - 12. About 
100 students representing 10 pub- 
lic and private schools partici- 
pated. 

To compete in Final Frontiers, 
students used drinking straws, 
balsa wood, masking tape and 
other inexpensive materials to 
build devices that met specific 
engineering challenges. They 
then competed against one an- 
other to determine who had built 
the best. device. Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School took first 
place in the Slow Rollers, and 
Shuttle Strong Arm competitions. 
The ERHS team placed second 
in Newton’s Nightmare, and third 
in the Mystery Event and Mass 
Driver competitions. 

The Maryland Space Business 
Roundtable, which is a type of 
Chamber of Commerce for the 
state’s $1 billion space industry, 
has sponsored Final Frontiers 
since 1990.

intended to result in the same 
proportion of government and 
non-government workers residing 
in the new town as resided in 
Washington. Also the Protestant, 
Catholic, Jewish, and Mormon re- 
ligions were to be proportionately 
represented in the town’s popula- 
tion. The prospective residents 
also had to need better housing. 

The selection process excluded 
African-American families. It 
was a time when the law of the 
land called for separate but equal 
facilities for African-Americans 
(although, in fact, while separate, 
they were usually very unequal). 
Langston Terrace, in Northeast 
Washington, under a different fed- 
eral program for African-Ameri- 
cans, was built at the same time. 

Prospective residents had to 
demonstrate a cooperative, ener- 
getic spirit and willingness to par- 
ticipate in town activities. Infor- 
mal inspections sometimes were 
made of their residences else- 
where to see how well they kept 
their homes and to verify their 
need for housing. The size of 
each family dictated the size of 
the Greenbelt dwelling unit in 
which the new residents would 
live. 

Model Charter 

A city charter, using the model 
plan for council-manager govern- 
ment, was prepared by the town 
planners and submitted to the 
state legislature. It was adopted 
and became effective before any

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residents moved to Greenbelt. 
Twelve candidates ran for the 
first council election held in No- 
vember. Louis Bessemer became 
the town’s first mayor. The first 
two councils were elected for 


only one-year terms, because 


families were still moving in to 
the new homes. 

The government manager of 
the town, Roy Braden, previously 
county manager of Arlington 
County, became the first town 
manager. In his dual capacity, he 
served as both housing manager 
(or landlord) responsible for car- 
rying out administrative policies 
of the federal government and 
town manager responsible for car- 
rying out the policies of the town 
council. At times, these two 
roles were in conflict, although 
Braden always seemed to keep 
everyone pleased with his work. 

This arrangement lasted until 
1946 when the second dual-role 
manager, James Gobbel, was 
hired by the council as full-time 
town manager after officials in 
the Federal Public Housing Ad- 
ministration, the agency which 
had recently taken over the man- 
agement of Greenbelt, tried to 
fire him. 

Cooperatives 

The federal government pro- 
moted cooperatives, which the 
new residents enthusiastically 
supported. The cooperative 
movement began with the orga- 
nizing of the businesses in the 
commercial center as a cooper- 
ative. The new cooperative was 
set up by the Consumer Distribu- 
tion Corporation, a cooperative 
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founded by Boston department 
store owner Edward Filene, after 
other retail businesses took no in- 
terest in the center. With a 
$50,000 loan, Greenbelt Con- 
sumer Services, Inc. was estab- 
lished with an arrangement to en- 
able Greenbelters to eventually 
acquire ownership of the new co- 
op. GCS set up a grocery store 
that was a forerunner of the mod- 
ern supermarket with residents 
helping themselves to all items 
except meats. Other stores oper- 
ated were the gasoline station, 
drug store, barber shop, movie 
theater, valet shop, beauty parlor, 
variety store and tobacco shop. 

Another early cooperative ven- 
ture was the town’s newspaper, 
the Greenbelt. Cooperator, first 
published by the Journalistic 
Club. It was later organized as 
the Greenbelt Cooperative Pub- 
lishing Association in 1940. 
Now called the Greenbelt News 
Review, the all-volunteer paper 
has published weekly since its 
first issue. The News Review cel- 
ebrated its own 60th Anniversary 
in November, 1997. 

The Greenbelt Federal Credit 
Union, another cooperative, was - 
organized on December 13, 1937 
to provide much needed banking 
services. It has also completed 
60 years. The Greenbelt Health 
Association was established after 
the largest meeting held in 
Greenbelt voted overwhelmingly 
in January, 1938 for cooperative 
medicine. That effort never was 
very successful and was discon- 
tinued after the war.

County Historic District Status 

The Greenbelt Homes Inc. (GHI) board of directors voted’ unani- 
mously in July to let the 1,600 members of GHI make the decision on 
whether or not to become a county historic district, and to let mem- 
bers decide without recommendation one way or other from the board. 
Voting is tentatively scheduled for April 1999. Preservation Partners, in 
association with public affairs and media strategy firm Neuman and 
Company, was hired as consultant to conduct an extensive community 
education program beginning in January 1999 on-the pros and cons of 
this topic. GHI is the largest property owner in what would form the 
county historic district and the city is expected to support whatever 
decision is made by GHI.
